inet until he was turned o ut; th a t the cause 
o f Blaine's resignatio n was a breach o f go o d 
faith regarding instructio ns to Mr. Tresco tfc, 
and a difference o f o pinio n regarding the 
So uth Am erican po licy ; 
tliat 
thereafter 
Blaine and his family were strangers at the 
White Ho use, and th at this enm ity was in­ 
tensified because A rthur and his friends were 
accused o f co v ertly assisting by their indif­ 
ference the electio n o f 
Cleveland. 
Mr. 
Chandler then pro ceeds: 
This is nearly all a tissue o f falseho o ds. 
The resignatio ns o f the members o f the G ar­ 
field cabinet 
were all placed in President 
Arthur's hands immediately after he to o k 
the o ath o f o ilice befo re the chief justice o u 
the 22d day o f September, 1881, in the vice 
president's ro o m, while President Garfield’s 
remains were ly ing in the ro tunda o f the 
capito l. 
Tne president asked the several 
gentlemen to remain in o ffice until there 
co uld be fuller co nference. The next day 
the funeral pro cessio n started fo r Ohio , but 
President Arthur remained behind. Befo re 
leaving Washingto n Mr. Blaine asked the 
president a t w hat date he wo uld pro bably lie 
released fro m the state department, and the 
latter replied that be desired Mr. Blaine to 
remain until the Yo rkto wn celebratio n o f 
Octo ber 11* sho uld be o ver and the entertain­ 
ment o f the French and German visito rs 
sho uld be co mpleted. Mr. Blaine, o f co urse, 
co nsented to the president’s wishes. After 
the fo reign visito rs had departed, which wo * 
abo ut the middle o f No vember, Mr. Blaine 
still remained to assist in the preparatio n o f 
so much o f the president’s message as re­ 
lated to fo reign affairs. So o n after co ngress 
co nvened, during December, and o n the 
day o u which Mr. Frelinghuy sen had signi­ 
fied that he desired to co mmence o fficial 
duties, Mr. Blaine left the department.

This ehnrming city is quite a not« ! resort, 
f>n aecotmt o f its hot water springs. 
[la 
name, Aguos Calfentes, means warm wnteis. 
There is a groat deal hero to interest a 
•fcranger, hut the baths are the principal at­ 
traction, and they are very fine. 
If some 
enterprising Yankee could onmo down here, 
take possession of these springs and extensive* 
Jy advertise them he would make money; hut 
the present owners ore tainted with the 
usual slowness and conservatism of the aver­ 
age Mexican, and consequently they do only 
a moderate business. 
The baths are ulsmt a 
mile and a half from tho city, at th e « nd of a 
very broad, beautiful ahunedu, or shaded 
avenue, which runs to the city. 
One beautiful, bright morning I started 
1 or the spring to take my first bath there 
(bano). 
Horse cars would carry me, but I 
preferred to walk in the cool shade of the 
large trees which line the avenue. 
There 
is a canal running on one side of the alameda 
from the springs to the city, 
it was built 
by the city and is called the Municipal canal, 
it is about five feet wide, and here tho popu­ 
late may bathe to its heart's content, free of 
charge. 
It is the public batbtub, and it is a com­ 
mon thing for hundreds to be seen at one 
time disjMu ting themselves in its waters. As 
1 walked on the banks I saw men, women 
and children taking their morning baths, 
with nature’s simple dress for Imthing sui.s. 
There were also women washing clothes, rub­ 
bing them 
011 flat stones in a manner which 
explained the generally used up upjiearauce 
of my clothes which had b<» on returned 
♦ tojme the day liefore from a similar laundry, 
looking as it they had been through a Mexi­ 
can war. 
A LUXURIOUS BATH. 
Arriving at the bath, 1 was shown to my 
room, and handed soap, towel and 
a large 
white sheet. 
Not knowing whether this 
sheet was intended fora bathing suit a towel, 
or w hat, I inquired of my polite attendant, 
and, with the aid of un agreeable English­ 
man who hap|x‘iied along at the time am 
act« ! as an interpreter, I learned that, after 
bathing, I was to sit down wrapiied in this 
winding sheet, and slowly dry and cool. 
From the dressing room I descended by a 
short flight of stone stejis to the water, which 
was about four feet deep, and encompassed 
by very high stone walls. Tho space between 
these walls was ubout fifteen feet square— 
large enough for a swim. The temperature 
of the water was 107 deg. 
But the hath—what a luxury! Hear, bub­ 
bling, hot water, gushing from a fine gravely 
soil, it was simply delightful, and left no 
enervating effects. 
The primitiveness and 
cleanness constituted one charm of the place. 
The bathing apartments vary in size, and tho 
water in different basins is of different tem- 
j» eratures. The larger baths cost dos reales 
(twenty live cents), while the smaller ones 
cost only tm real (twelve and a half cents). 
I must say a Jit Mo about tho horse cars in 
Mexico. 
I call thorn horse cars from habit, 
but they are usually drawn by donkeys. The 
horse car here is called la tr&nvia. Tho cars 
are familiar object# in appearance, for they 
are most Iy manufactured in the United States. 
1 hero aie !ii*st and second class cars, and 
xometimes a freight and mail ear.

My first ride on a horse car in this country 
was one morning when 1 saw standing near 
the plaza an open car and a 
clo sed l>ox ear. 
1 have always considered a ride in an o|x*n 
horse car in warm weather h luxury, and 
preferable to riding in a 1m>x ear, and I knew 
•f no reason why my taste should change any 
iu Mexico, so I boarded the oi>en car. 
But I 
toon foil mi that I wiu» riding second class, and 
|» aid only half the regular first class, or box 
<x*r, fare, while t he first cla-ss passengers rid« * 
in the U>x ear. 
1 lie »1 rivers on most of the cars carry flend- 
aii tin horns, which they very frequently 
Wow in the most, energetic manner, « specially 
before « miiitg to a eorner or a « -row« atreet. 
At first Mm sound was startling and dis- 
agreeabte, but I have become aecu*tomed to 
the music, and van now hear them with eom- 
jdam icy. for the sound assure* me that 
somebody i» active and awake in this dreamy 
atmosphere. 
Xhe noise reminds

United St files nlxtuf the Fourth of « inly 
time.

I shall never forget the Inst time I saw A l­ 
ternas \\ nrd. . Wo were in London, my hus- 
Land an*! myself, and learning from a friend 
that our Yankee humorist was to leeturc one 
night iu Egyptian hall we determined to 
Ik« 
among his hearers. 
I had heard him several 
times in America, and was anxious to sec how 
un English audience would respond to hi* 
New World drollery, his unequal« *! humor. 
It was with tho hojs* that w«* m ight meet 
him and have a little chat to gether that w* 
went quite early, but tho ugh we wero among 
the first who gathered f here that night ho 
was no where to Ik? seen till tho lecture co m­ 
menced. 
The people came in in n straggling fashion 
and occupied the front scats and those in the 
l« M]y of the house. 
The hall was little more 
than half full. 
I remember the lights seemed 
dim, tho distances dark and solemn and tho 
architecture dismal In tin* extreme. The Imll 
was like a huge tomb built for the reception j 
of dead and gone I’haraohs. 
On 
a seths* not i 
far from our p arty five gentlemen sat to­ 
gether. 
I fancied they were clergymen, and 
had come with the avowed intention of sit­ 
ting out the exercises in grave and dignified 
silence. 
THE RAVAGES OF DISEASE. 
When Arte mus made h is appearance it was 
pitiful to see the ravages disease hud made in 
om* short year. 
His face was thin and pallid, 
his hollow eyes glistened with a light inex­ 
pressibly painful, and held that strange ex­ 
pression peculiar to consumptives, us one 
looking outside the world. 
Even as he « qx>ke 
he caught his breath, evidently In pain, ami 
press« ! his hand to his side. 
My husband turned to me with tho brief 
sentence, “The man is dying!” and so he was. 
With one expressive glance alwmt the place, 
scanning wiling, lights, shadows and semi- 
darkness, the man took a step forward, and 
commenced in his usual halting s|leech and 
assumed timidity of manner: 
“When the Egyp tians- built this hall — the 
principles of acoustics were not fully under­ 
stood— neither, it is presumable, hml the m at­ 
ter of ventilation bien very extensively—ven­ 
tilated.” 
There wan a smile on the faces of many, but 
nothing more—and yet the humor 
0*1 the 
thing w as exquisite. 1 could not keep my eyes 
from the live clergymen, who sat shoulder to 
shoulder, like so many sleek, soft coated seals. 
No t n tremor betrayed that they were 
con­ 
scious of muscles— their faces were stem, their 
lips compressed, their bro ws unbending. Their 
sto lidity possessed a fascinatio n 
for mo that 
even Artemus Ward’s inimitable perso nage 
co uld no t shake o ff. Again and again lus o dd 
fancies pfo vo ked fro m o ur party bo th laugh- 
tir and tears, but still that clerical co nclave 
sat it o ut, and did no t even smile. Co uld it 
po ssibly be that they were o blivio us o f the 
subtile wit o f his burlesque, the rare changes 
in his face? 
Presently the mo o n appeared in his co mical 
little pano rama, wavered, trembled like a 
bo at struck by a sudden squall end then hung 
as if suspended, limp and mo tio nless o n so me 
lunar ho o k, midway between sea and sky. 
Artemus lo o ked quizzically o ver to tho se 
five clergymen. 
I think he had seen tho rn all 
tho time o ut o f the co rners o f hi* eyes. 
LOOKING AFTER HIS MOON. 
‘•if yo u will excuse mo , gentlemen,” he 
said, impressively, “ I will go o ut and see to 
my mo o n. I think the mo o nist, a small bo y, 
a fat bo y by the way, an English lad, who is 
to nightly manage my celestial apparatus, 
has go t cranky o r go ne to sleep—po ssibly it 
may be because the audience is 
so small to ­ 
night, tho ugh appreciative” —here a lo ng pause 
—-“ that he is afraid I shall cut him sho rt two 
and sixpence;” and with that he went behind 
the scenes, perhaps, po o r fello w, to gain a mo ­ 
ment’s respite fro m pain, and to catch his 
breath, fo r he was panting with the exertio n 
o f talking, even then. 
There was evidently an effo rt o n tho part 
o f the five to keep fro m smiling during this 
speech, ami while Artemus was go no the 
mo o n righted itself with a tremendo us efl’o rt, 
and glared in such a unique fashio n that first 
o ne and finally all my five sto cks and sto nes, 
as 1 had mentally deno minated them, re­ 
lapsed into audible laughter, and their white 
cho kers began to wrinkle. 
Artemus came back; ho glanced at the side 
seats, and saw that the ice was broken. 
It 
was what bo had been waiting and working 
for. and it seemed that the triumph guv? 
him new life. 
Pro m th at moment those 
five men wero slaves of 
his humor. They 
laughed till they cried, and most certainly 
the brilliant showman outdid himself. Every 
movement, every glance provoked peak-? of 
laughter. 
It was as if, having put restraint 
upon themselves so long, they wero eager to 
make up for it. 
I was satisfied. 
The gifted 
son of America was at last appreciated, and 
though tho applause came late, it did come, 
and Artemus W ard went homo happy. 
Some few days after that a friend called to 
see the humorist. 
Ho was sick and almost 
speechless, yet managed to repeat 
so me wit­ 
ticism about his sands of life terminating on 
a sand bar, and spoke regretfully 
o f never 
expecting to *« o bis nutive land again. 
Ho never did—tho next day he was dead.-
